~ THECYCLONE’S BREATH 


SWEEPS THINGS BEFORE IT °IN 
FLORIDA. 


A CLOUDBURST IN JACKSONVILLE. 


Streets Converted Into Raging Rivers— 
Pavements Washed Up—A Tornado at 
Pablo Beach—A Boy Killed. 

Jaoxsowvirix, Fls., September 23.—Rain 
began to fall here before dawn and has contin- 
ued without cessation all day, at times the 
white sheets of rain much resembling a snow 
squall. During the afternoon the storm was 
accompanied with sharp electrical shocks of 


an intensity never before experienced in this” 


part of the state. A few minutes before 5 
p’clock a small black cloud was seen rolling 
rapidly toward the city from the southwest, 
through which the lightning played at inter- 
vals, giving it a decidedly greenish color. Its 
velocity increased as it approached the zenith, 
and the wind became almost a hurricane. 
SUDDENLY THE CLOUD BURST. 

and a powerful deluge of water descended 
apon the city, its volume being the greatest in 
the territory of Newnan, Forsyth and Laura 
streets, and St. Johu’s reservoir. The cloud 
was then partly dispersed and disappeared to- 
wards the northeast. In less than ten minutes 
the streets in the locality named were flooded 
with water, sewer and surface drains being 
totally inadequate to the task of carrying it 
off. 

The pavement is of circular cypress blocks, 
and the water forcing its way beneath them 
made the surface of the streeti undulate 

LIKE THE WAVES OF THE OCEAN, 

_ Teams and pedestrians broke through and 
the water spurted up into the air with great 
force. Surface streams ran down Pine, Ocean 
and Hogan streets like a mill race, washing 
the paving blocks up into piles, and in some 
instances carrying them down nearly to the 
wharves. Bay street. from Pine to market, is 
a mass of dislodged paving blocks, and is im- 

assable. ‘The police and firemen have raked 

t eff to prevent accident. Street car travel 
on Bay street issuspended. Many stores were 
flooded and pavements have been gullied in 
many places so as to be impassable. The dam 
age will reach several thousand dollars. 

THE HEAVIEST KNOWN. 

Sergeant Townsend, of the United States 
army signal station, reports the rainfall [the 
greatest on record here for a like duration. Up 
to noon it had increased one-half inch, but at 
5 o’clock it hasincreased to four and a halt 
inches. The only record approaching it is that 
of September 26, 1885, when from the previous 
midnight to 11 o’clock p. m., twenty-three 
hours, the rainfali amounted to six and one- 
fifth inches on a level. Today’s average, how- 
ever, is much in excess of that. Men will set 
to work early in the morning, and travel will 
probably be resumed during the day. 

PABLO BEACH DESTROYED. 

A tornado of great violence passed over Pablo 
Beach, sixteen miles from here, on the Atlantic 
coast at six o’clock tonight. It arose in the 
southwest and without any warning, except the 
blackening of the sky, it struck Murray hall, 
an immense beach hotel], twisted the tin roof 
from the main structure and towers, burst in the 
windows and doors on the west side, and left it 
in a generally shattered condition. The bow- 
ling alley, servants’ quarters and carpenter shop 
west of the hotel are completely demolished, as 
isalso a greater partof the beach pavillion. 
Prince O’ Neil, a boy of 18 years, was standing 
by the horses and buggy of Lawrence Haines, 
-. near the dancing pavillion, awaiting the arri- 
valoit atrain. The horse, vehicle and boy 
were lifted into the air and blown nearly two 
. hundred fect, where they were found ten 
minutes later. The boy 

WAS KILLED OUTRIGHT, 
his body being terribly bruised and mangled. 
A freight car on a side track was lifted in 


the air, turned over twice and landed on the, 


north side of the main track sixty feet distant. 
The passenger train. due at 6 o'clock, was 
> half an hour late, owing to obstructions on the 
track which, had it arrived on time, hundreds 
of cottagers from the city would doubtiess 
have all been killed or injured. The force of the 
wind was such that pieces of timber were 
driven through the two-inch plank flooring of 
the railroad station, and were with great difli- 
eulty extricated for the passage of the train. 

The cotiage escaped with little ourno dam- 
age, and no serious injuries to persons are re- 
ported beyond the O’Neil boy. The damag 
to Murray hall and surroundings is roughly es 
timated at $10,000. It closed for the season 
last Wednesday. 
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A CHATTANOOGA MYSTERY. 


George Jacobs Has Either Wandered Off, or 
Has Been Murdered. 

GHATTANOOGA, Tenn., September 23.—[Spe 
cial.}—George Jacobs, a painter, has mysteri- 
ously disappeared, and his wife and friends are 
exoeedingly anxious concerning his where 
abouts and safety. Four years ago Jacobs, 
who was one of the most popular young men in 
this section, married the daughter of Warren 
Hooper, in his lif time a leading citizen of 
Chattanooga. Jacobs was moderately well off, 
and being of good steady habits, was well re- 
spected by all who knew him. A few months 
azo he took a child named Josie Crow from 
the orphan home, since which time the child 
has been abducted three times, and each time 
returned. ‘This seemed to prey upon his mind, 
and he could be found wandering about the 
city.at all hours of the night. He quit work, 
and became shiitless, doing little in his trade, 
and having a mania for getting on the police 
force. 

During the reunion here last week he was 
appointed a special policeman, and expected 
~ to remaimon the regular force. He was dis- 
missed with the others on Saturday, however, 
since which he has not been seen. He was 
lastseen at home Saturday, but was seen go- 
ing toward the house of Mrs. Crow, the mother 
of his adopted child, late Saturday night. 
This is the last trace that can be found of him. 
The Crow family give conflicting statemeuts 
concerning the last time that they saw him, 


and the police think that he has been no } 


away with. and that his disappearance is bua 
partof the mystery which has hung over the 
child, Josie Crow, and her repeated abduction 
from his home. A number of-his. friends re- 
fuse to accept this theory, and believe that he 
has wandered away while insane. His wife is 
almest crazed with grief, and fears are en- 
tertained of her sanity unless the mystery is 
cleared up. sg

IT OPENS WARM. 


The First Specehes of the Virginia Crmpaign 
Made Yesterday. 

ABiInepon, Va., September 23.—This was a 
field day in politics forthe people of this 
(Washington) county and adlacent counties 
for many miles around. General Mahone 
made the opening speech of the canvass for 
the republicans, and received the plaudits of a 
considerable crewd. The genera] spoke for a 
free ballot, a fair count and an honest return 
of the vote. He ridiculed the idea that there 
is danger to our ciyilization from the presence 
of the colored man, and said such sentiments 
were employed as a mere scarecrow 
to excite prejudice and fear in the 
hope of diverting the white workingmau from 
casting his ballot for the candidate he henest- 
ly prefers. The colored man, he said, is here 
to stay. He is, in a great measure, the life- 
giving power to all our industyial pursuits; he 
is by instinct a republican and naturally a pro- 
tectionist, and his vote is needed to protect 
the state from the demecratic dogma of free 
trade. The general made a vigorous argument 
in favor of protection, and presented some 
striking figures toshow the marked develop- 
ment of the country, and especially of Vir- 
ginia under the protective policy. He strong- 
ly urged the repeal of the ‘‘onerous and hate- 
ful’ internal revenue system, and advocated 
the Blair bill for the help it would give free 
schools. 

As to the state debt, the general assertod 
that an honorable and satisfactory settlement 
could be effected, but did not outline his plan 
for such a settlement, because, he _ said, 
the democratic managers would straightway 
say ‘“‘me, too.’”’ Letthe people give the re- 
publicans the power to dispose of the matter, 
and it should be quickly done or the trust re- 
turned to those who bestowed it. 

The remainder of the address was devoted 
toasevere criticism of the democratic man- 
agement of state affairs. 

United Seates Senator John W. Daniel, R. 
TaylorScott and Colonel Barton also addressed 
alarge crowd of democrats. Both meetings 
were in progress at the same time, and while 
the interest of the republicans in General 
Mahone’s speech at times seemed to flag, the 
democratic speakers held their crowd well in 
hand, and drew off many from General Ma- 
hone’s meeting. Overtures were made by rep- 
resentatives of the democratic speakers to the 
Mahone representatives for a joint discussion, 
but the latter declined. 

Judge Robert W. Hughes, of the United 
States disirict court, who is here today, an- 
nounced his determination to support the dem- 
ocratic state ticket. He has been a staunch 
republican since the close of the war, and is 
considered one of the ablest men in the state 


KUNZE JUMPED UP 


And Wanted to Speak for Himself in Court 
Yesterday. 

Curcaco, Ill., September 23.—The work of 
empaneling a jury in the Cronin case was re 
sumed this afternoon. At the opening of 
court Judge McConnelkrendered his decision 
on the application of Woodruff for his dis- 
charge from cnstody. The ground on which 
the application was based was that the statu- 
tory time within which he was entitled to trial 
was passed. The court held thatthe ground 
stated was insufiicient, and denied the motion. 
Woodruff is under indictment for 
complicity In the Cronin murder. 
The court held that while Woodrnaff 
had been indicted May 20th, he had in the 
July term consented to continuance until the 
August term. That had barred his statutory 
right. Brown, his attorney, gave proof of_his 
intention to apply for a writ of habeas corpus. 
During this Prisoner Kunze was very iwuch 
excited. Several times he tried to rise, but 
was kept back by Forrest, his attorney. Finally 
he got up and bega. to speak.

CRAZED BY DRINK. 


Failing to Kill Anybody Else George Doelle 
Cotnmits Suicide. 

MontTAGUE, Mich., September 23.—George 
Doelie, a watchman, left his work Sunday 
morning, slightly intoxicated, with the fall 
purpose of killing his aged wile. She was not 
at home, so Doelle thought his step-daughter, 
Kate Klopf, aged 20, would do. He asked 
her to look down the well, and then struck her 
twice with an ax, but. failed to seriously 
wound her. An alarm was raised 
and Marshal Clinger went to the house, 
where he found Doelle hiding under the 
stairs, with a large double-edge knife in his 
hand. The quarters were small and the mar- 
shai’s revolver was knocked out of hie hands. 
Then commenced a fierce struggle, during 
which Clinger was stabbed over the left eye 
and in three places on his hand, and received 
atwo inch cut near the jugular vein. The 
marshai’s eye filled with blood, but he was 
game. and at last choked his man into submis- 
sion and dragged him to jail. Last night when 
the prisoner’s supper was carried to him, he 
was found hanging to the cell bars dead, hay- 
iug committed suicide.

RETURNS SHOW LARGE GAINS FOR 
THE BEPUBLICANS, 


AND THE BOULANGISTS DEFEATED 


Comment of the Press on the Result—The 
Boulangists Say the Rejection of Their 
Votes was Illegal—Other News. 


Loypon, September 23.—The Paris corres- 
pondent of the Times says the elections in 
France yesterday resulted in a crushing defeat 
to the Boulangists, who returned only twenty - 
one members and whose entire representation 
in the new chamber after the reballoting will 
not exceed thirty-six members. Tie conserv- 
atives elected 131 members and will get thirty 
more. The republicans returned 218 and will 


secure over 100 more, making their total t 


strength in the chamber between 325 and 2605 
against 220 or 240 representing the whole reac-. 
tionary Boulangists coalition. The success of 
the republican and the defeat of the monarchy ° 
and Caserism is a happy fact. The result of 
the elections puts an end to the Boulanger mon- 
archial conspiracy. 
OFFICIAL RETURNS. 

Five hundred and thirty-six electoral divi- 
sions show that the republicans have elected 
their candidates in 217 and the anti-repub- 
licansin 153. Reballots -will be necessary in 
156 divisions. Among the prominent repub- 
licans elected are MM. Fallieres, Ribot, Jules, 
Roche, Granet, Develle,, Deschanel, Barbe, 
Sarrien and Pelnach. Among the prominent 
opposition candidates elected are MM. Cas- 
sagnac, LaLon, Fould, Haussmann, Godelle, 
Lanujulenalo and Mun. 

It is believed that in 127 of the divisions where 
a reballot will be necessary, the result will be 
favorabie tothe republicans. In the other 
thirty-nine divisions the opposition will proba- 
bly elect their candidates. The republicans 
also rely on electing ten membersfrom the 
colonies. They will thus hold 054 seats in the 
new chamber of deputies. In official circles 
the government majority is considered as-* 
sured. Although the majority will not be 
large, it will be more» compact and more 
homogeneous than that in the last chamber. 

THE VOTE IN PABIS. 

Returns from the elections in this city show 
that the conservaties did not elect a single 
member, while the republicans returned one ' 
and the Boulangists four. teballots will be 
necessary in thirty-seven divisions. M. They-« 
enel, minister of justice, has been re-electedp 
but reballots will be necessary in the distric 
in which M. Constans, minister of the interior#*® 
and M. Yves Guyot, minister of public works, | 
were candidetgs. Their election, however, is 
regarded as certain. 

Among the republicans defeated are MM. 
Milude, Geblet, Jales Ferry, Milliard and 
Joubert, while in the districts in which MM. 
Miller and Passy, Lockroy, Floquet and Baro 
det, republicans, and MM. Audrix, ’Laissant, 
Vergoin, Laur, De Susini and Naquet, anti 
republicans, were candidates, rebailots will 
have to be had. Count Dillon was elected, 

THE REPUBLICANS STILL GAINING. 

2. p. m,—Later returns show that the re 
publicans have eleéted their candidates in 219 
divisions and the opposition in 15. Reballots 
will be necessary in 170 divisions. The con- 
servatives have elected MM. Bretuiel, Donde- 
navill, Soubeyan, Mackan, Monigolfier and 
Bishop Freppe!}. 

It is expected that 135 of these will return 
republicans. The republicans will probably 
also win seats for the colonies. The new 
chamber wil! probably consist of 369 repuS*- 
cans and 201 members of the opposition. Con- 
vected returns from Belleville show that 
Rochefort received 3,025 votes, Dumay (labor) 
2,468 votes; Susini (independent) 592; Came- 
linat (republican) 1,358 aud La Croix (radical 
republican) 2,060. It is expected that in the 
re~ballot the supporters of LaCroix. Susinijand 
Camelinat will vote solidly for Dumay. ‘The 
Boulangssts claim thatthe general is elected 
from Montmartre. They say that the rejection 
of Boulangist votes at some of the polling sta- 
tions was illegal. 

COMMENT OF THE PRESS, 

The Temps says that the political shades of 
the new chamber will be much the same as 
those of jhe old, although many new men 
elected will add fresh element to parliamentary 
life. The republicans, it says, ought to use 
their victory to give consistence to their polit- 
ical action, which has hitherto been wanting. 

La Liberte says thatthe chamber will not 
undergo a change of balance of parties suffi 
cient to have a serious infinence upon the 
future of the republic. 

Opposition journals expect that the minori- 
ty will number 225, while the government 
pavers claim that it will not exceed 200. The 
result of elections made a favorab!ie impression 
on bourse, and prices remained firm through- 
out the day. 

3p. m.—Keturns from 560 electoral divisions 
show that 224 republicans have been elected, 
and 159 members of the opposition. Among 
the repub!icans elected there are sixteen mod- 
erates and fifty-seven radicals. The opposition 
members clected include thirty-six royalists, 
fifty-one Bonapartists and twenty-two Bou- 
langists. Reballots will be necessary in 177 
divisions. 
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OUT ON STRIKE AGAIN, 
The Stevedores Claim That the Companies 
Are Not Doing Rightly by Them. 

Lonvon, September 23.—The stevedores em 
ployed on the East India dock have again gone 
on strike. They claim that the companies are 
not engaging the old bands as they agreed to 
do when the strike was settled. 

Mr. Gladstone received a deputation of lib- 
erals from Hyde, at Hawarden, teday. In re- 
sponse to an address presented by the deputa- 
tion, Mr. Gladstone said that the issue of the 
dock laborer’s strike was pregnant with hope 
for the future of labor in England. The polit- 
ical outlook he declared was very hopeful for 
the liberals. He considered Palfour’s refer- 
ence to the endowment of the Catholic univer- 
sity in Ireland at an end of session of parlia- 
ment a cunning streke of statesmanship which 
would split the liberal party to pieces. A 
similar dodge in 1885 had humbugged Irish- 
men in supporting the tories. The letter 
written by Balfour to the secretary of the pro- 
testant alliance in which he says question of 
a féundation endowment for the proposed 
university has never been considered by the 
government, is, Mr. Gladstone said, the shab- 
biest part of this shabby proceeding.

Frederick Douglass Will Goto His Mission 
| on a Man-of- War. 

BALTIMORE, SeptembLer 23.—The man-of-war 
Ossipee, sailed this morning from this port to 
Norfolk, where it will repair and coal, and 
then sail for Hayti with Frederick Douglass, 
the new minister. 

Transportation from his home in Washing- 
ton to Fort Monroe will be furnished Minister 
Frederick Douglass on the United States 
steamship Dispatch. ‘This is done at the in- 
stance of the department of state to insure the 
fall measure of accommodation to the minis- 
ter on way to his post, and avoid any conse- 
quences of race prejudice.

THEIR LAST ISSUE. 


Belford, Clark & Company inthe Hands of 
& Receiver. 

Cuicaco, September 23.—The mammoth 
publishing house of Belford, Clark & Co., 
which has the largest establishment here and 
branches in New York and San Francisco, 
went to the wall today. This afternoon judg- 
ments were entered against them in the circuit 
courts for $29,585 ip favor of the First National 
bank and for $13,000 in favor of S. A. Maxwell 
& Co. Attachments were issued, but shortly 
after the place was seized by the sheriff and a 
receiver was appointed by Judge Shepard. 
The failure of the house, while a surprise to 
the general public, had been expeeted for some 
time by those who were familiar with the 
firm’s standing. Belford, Clark & Co. started 
in business here about ten years ago and was 


perhaps the largest publishing house west of 


New York. They were extensively engaged 
in publishing standard works and in this 
respect they were one of. the largest houses in 
the United States. 

Lawyer Newman, attorney for several cred - 
itors and also for the receiver; said that three 
things were responsible for the failure. In 
1886 their entire plant was destroyed by fire, 
causing anet loss tothem of over $150,000. 
The firm promptly resumed business, but dur- 
ing the last two years they have suffered very 
heavily by the failuresof customers. The col- 
lapse of one firm in San Francisco alone 
lost them about $70,000. In addition 
to this, competition between castern and 
western publishers, particularly of the stand- 
ard works, has beer so brisk that the market 
has been wholly destroyed, so much so that 
books which two years ago sold for from $1 to 


-$1,50, now bring from twenty-five to fifty cents. 


Newman said that in his opinion the assets of 
the company, consisting of stock, accounts, 
plates, cuts, dies, copyrights, etc., would 
amount to about $400,000, and liabilities to 
about $350,000 or $400,000. The principal 
creditors are the Crowe Printing company, 
over $150,000; Donohue & Hennebgrry, 
$75,000 ; First National bank of 
Chicago, $30,000; S. A. Maxwellj 
$3,000. Besides, there are heavy creditors in 
New York and San Francisco. Newman said 
the receiver would continue to issue Belford’s 
Monthly, a magazine which the firm has been 
publishing for some time, and which has a 
subseription list of over 25,000. 

’ Anoth®ér lawyer, discussing the causes of the 
failure, said that Andrew McNally, of Rand, 
McNally & Co., who is Mr. Belford’s father- 
in-law, had been backing the firm for some 
time, and that bis refusal to indorse the firm’s 
paper prompted the First National bank to 
enterupajudgment. The attorney thought 
that if McNally had not discontinued his sup- 
port the firm might have pulled through.

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YESTERDAY'S STORM. 


The Rain and Wind That rr All Day 
—The Damage Done. 

Rain, rain, rain! . 

Yesterday’s storm may have been the eqni- 
noctial, or it may have been the, tail end of a 
litile cyclone that is reported by the weather 
manipulators to be wandering about the coast. 

The little cyclone started toward Atlanta 
yesterday, and in the evening it was stated in 
the telegrams from Washington that it had 
left the coast of Alabama, and was central near 
Atlanta.

Few people who could avoid it were on the 

streets yesterday, und those who were foreed 
to be out were constantly meeting with small 
mishaps that, though disagreeable, had ag 
serious results. 
A gentleman was riding up Forsyth street 
in the afternoon on horseback. One hand held 
the reins and the other held an umbrella. The 
rain from the points formed little 
Streams which, no doubt, made the horse 
think a hose had been squirted at 
him. Finally it was more than he could bear, 
and he gave himself a shake much asa dog 
does on coming out of the water. The rider 
was taken completely by surprise. His um- 
brella went one way, his hat went the other, 
and he rolled softly into the mud and sat there 
while the horse cantered up the street. 

One of the legislators got stuck in the mud 
outside the capitol, and hopped into the build- 
ing with one shoe off. A porter went out and 
reCovered the missing footgear. It was full 
of water, and weighed not much less than 3 
ton. 

There was a big washout on Luckie street, 
— Pine, rendering the street almost impass- 
able. 

Last night an electric wire got crossed with 
a fire alarm wire, and the wires of the repeater 
were burned and the plastering set on fire at the 
central fire station. Fora while there was a 
general ringing of fire bells all around, Chief

There will be five hun- 
dred- corporate bonds, at five hundred 
dollars cach, first mortgage, and to bear 
Bix per cent interest per annam, payable semi- 
annually, on August Ist and on February Ist, 
at tle office of the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
company, of New York. The {bonds are due 
August Ist, 1914. The deed or mortgage was 
made August Ist, and is signed by George F, 
Work, president, and J. H. DeVoe, secretary 
and treasurer.

Proceedings of the Convention of the South 
Atlanta District. 


Farrsurn, Ga., September 23.—[Special.]— 
The Woman’s Foreign Missionary society of the 
South Atlanta district convened here on Satur- 
day last at 9:30.0’clock. Mrs. W. R. Hammond, 
district secretary, ided.

GEORGIA SUPREME COURT. 


DECISIONS RENDERED MONDAY, 
SEPTEMBER 23, 1889, 


Hon. L. E. Bleckley, Chief Justice, and Hon. 
T. J. Simmons, Associate Justice, Presid- 
ing—Reported by Peeples and Stevens, 
Supreme Court Reporters. 


Carroll vs. East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia Railway company and vice versa. 
Case from Bibb. New trial. Practice. 
Railroads. Negligence. Charge of court. 
Master and servant. Evidence. Notice. 
Before Jadge Gustin. 

Bleckley, C. J.—1. A motion for a new trial 
duly continued from a day set for hearing it in 
vacation, to the next term of the court, need 
not be farther continued from one day to an- 
other during the term, though successive orders 
be passed appointing particular days for the 
hearing. Once in court in term time, the 
motion remains there in full life until heard 
or otherwise disposed of. 

2. Where the want of care and diligence 
imputed to the plaintiff, who was a fireman 
upon @ locomotive, rejates to his failure to 
keep the engineer awake or take other meas- 
ures for his own safety, and the imputed negli- 
gence reaches back some hours, a paragraph of 


the court’s charge to the jury which might be 


understood by them as restricting the inquiry 
to a much shorter period, is erroneous. And 
for the court in the same paragraph to specify 
certain conduct of the fireman and instruct 
upon it in a way to imply that the same wouid 
not be negligence, is additional error, the ques- 
tion whether such conduct would or would not 
be negligence being for the jury. 

3. The measure of risk which a fireman 
ought to incur by remaining upon a locomo- 
tive and assisting a sleepy engineer to run the 
train, is that only which his duty and obliga- 
tions to the company, under all the circum- 
stances, impose upon him. If he subjects 
himself to any greater risk and 1s thereby in 
jured, he is not without fault and cannot re- 
cover. 

4. Reportstothe general manager of the 
company touching the facts, circumstances and 
results of a railway accident, and who was to 
blame therefor, made several days after the 
event, by the superintendent and conductor, 
supported by the afficavit of the latter and 
several other employes, are not admissible in 
evidence to affect the company, whether such 
reports were exacted and made under standing 
rules requiring the same, or under special 
orders for the particular occasion, no question 
of notice to the company being involved in the 
controversy. 

5. It being a question whether a firemen 
could, by reporting the facts of his situation 
to an official of the company by telegraph, 
have obtained relief from his peril, evidence 
isadmissihle to show that under the usage 
and praciice of the company in like or analo- 
gous circumstances, relief would probably 
have followed in a specified way and by the 
use of specified means. 

6. An employe of a corporation, though 
obligated in writing as terms of his employ- 
ment, to ‘study the rules governing employes 
carefully, keep posted and obey orders,’’ is not 
bound by rules (as such) of which he is ignor- 
ant, and which have never been promulgated 
to him by the company. 

Judgment in main case afiirmed; on cross- 
bill of exceptions reversed.

Bleckley, C. J —1. Inejectment no recovery 
can be had upon the title of a person from 
whom no demise is laid in the declaration. 

2. A sheriff acquires no title to land by levy- 
ing upon itand selling it; and if he did, his oft- 
cial deed made in pursuance of such sale would 
pass liis title to the purchaser. 

3. No recovery can be had upon the demise 
of a person who had conveyed away his whole 
title before the action was brought. 

4. A declaration in ejectment setting out 
demises severally from two persons, is not 
amendablie by engrafting upon one of these 
demises an equitable claim for money in favor 
of a third person against the defendants. The 
new matter is not germane to the original 
cause of action either as to parties or the sub- 
ject matter. 

5. A recital of service made in a judginent 
foreclosing @ mortgage upon realty, if silent as 
to the mode of service, is to be read in con- 
nection with the sheriff’s return; and where 
the return sets out that the service was by 
leaving 2 copy at the defendant’s residence, 
that mode and no other is the one shown by 
the record or judgment roll, the whole of 
which must be taken together, Such mode 
being virtualiy no service, the judgment of 
foreclosure is void for lack of jurisdiction in 
the court to render it, and a purchaser under it 
it not protected. 

6. liowever illegal the consideration of a 
promissory note may be, and whatsoever waiv- 
ers of defences it may contain, it is too late to 
urge defences, either directly or collaterally, 
that 
judgment being conclusive against any and all 
defences which the debtor could have made in 
the exercise of due diligence. 

Judgment aflirmed.

After the supreme court, 
upon review of both law and facts, has held 
that there can be no recovery because of the 
gross negligence of the plaintiff in exposing 
himself to danger and in failing to avoid the 
consequences, it is not error for the superior 
court on a second trial to award a nonsuit, the 
evidence for the plaintiff being precisely the 
same as that submitted by him on the former 

rial. + 

2. The case of Central railroad vs. Smith, 78 
Ga, 604, again considered with reference to 
the plaintiff’s failure toshow the consequences 
of defendant’s negligence, and non-suit upon 
that ground. sustained.

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DISCUSSING EDUCATION. 
Reply of N. J. Wammond to Rev. Dr. Nun- 
nally. 

Those who heard or read our speeches and 
Dr. Nununally’s card, may decide which of us 
misrepresents the views of the other. In dis- 
cussing the extent to which the state should 
aid education, his position was stated by me to 
be that “the way to make a people great was 
to educate at the foundation only, lift them to 
acertain height, and then let them-alone to 
help themselvyes.’’ ‘Phat was deliberately said 
after a careful hearing of his speech. 
liberately repeated after careful reading of his 
card. He surely favors free education in ‘‘the 
three R’s.’’ He surely opposes any other free 
education in Georgia. Heeven goes so far as 
to contend thatifany other free education is 
admissable under the{constitution, that consti- 
tution should be changed. 

But he undertook to satisfy the publio of his 
friondship tothe university by saying he fa- 
vored appropriations to fit it for ‘‘true univer- 
Sity purposes, 50 that when young men have 
finished their collegiate course at Emory and 
Mercer or Franklin colleges, they may, if. they 
desire a specialty, go to the university and not 
be forced to go to Johns Hopkins or Harvard 
or Yale.’’ Further developing his plan 
he said in his card: ‘‘When the Methodists 
and Baptists endow Emory and Mercer,as they 
are thoroughly able to do, and send their sons 
exciusively to them, and when the Presbyte- 
rians do the same, as they are now planning to 
do, there wiil be not many young men left in 
Georgia to go tothe Franklin college, and the 
patronage then will be almost entirely to the 
university department.”’ 

That sounds well, but what does it mean? 
Franklin college is a part of the University of 
Georgia. Not a dozen graduates per annum 
go from Emory and Mercer to the other uni- 
versities named. Georgia does not need a 
university to teach specialties only, and that 
too to graduates of the colleges of her Metho- 
dists and Baptists and Presbyterians. That 
scheme would remove the university from the 
place of rivalship with}Mercer and Emory, be- 
cause it would destroy the university. it is

The 
Rev. J. O. A. Clark, of the Methodist church, 
prior to the convention of 1877, submitted a 
plan for “‘unifieation’’ of all the colleges of 
Georgiaand under state control plus a higher 
university as I recall the facts. Dr. Nunnally’s 
proposed plan is somewhat like that. But the 
convention of 1877 did not approve of such 
plan. And the only question now is will the 
legislature support its university,as established 
by law, and help to make it better and more 
useful. 

It is not a question of principle, but of policy 
simply whether higher education sball be free 
to all, or be furnished ouly to the wealthy. On 
principle the state had no more right to endow 
the university with its lands out of the public 
treasury, or to fund its debt, than it has to 
make its advantages accessible to the poor. 
The legislature can go back to Dr. Nunnally’s 
policy if it wills so to retrograde. 

But it is a vital question whether the state 
will rely upon denominational colleges only 
for that higher education usually received by 
youths in Georgia. That the constitution for- 
bids. It is forbidden by the spirit of the age 
and by the consent of its best and even its 
highest religious thought. 

I know there are many who believe all schools 
are bad wherein their own religion is not 
taught. The doctor opened his speech with an 
allusion to the good old field-school, wherein 
his teacher had at his left the Bible and at his 
right the rod. Others recall such schools, where 
the Bible did not conceal the hypocrite and the 
rod was wielded by a brute. Few sigh for the 
return of the rod. Those who must have their 
Bibles in their schools must send to denomina- 
tional schools. 

But that kind of objection touches no more 
the university than the common schools. That 
noted Catholic, Zach Montgomery, in 
1886, in his book on “The School Question,”’ 
denounced as a ‘demon of iniquity,’’ sup- 
ported by ‘“‘filthy lucre,’’ as these ‘Godless 
public schools’ and complained of ‘‘the injus- 
tice of forcing Catholics to pay for their sup- 
port.’’ How one who opposed the university 
on that ground can support the common 
schools is passing strange. 

W hat is to become of those who do not wish 
to send their children ‘‘exclusively’’ to those 
denominational colleges? The Catholic World 
advocated the division of the public school 
fund between the several religious denomina- 
tions, and when aquestion of like import was 
put toit, said: ‘‘We are asked what shall be 
done with the large body of Christians who 
are neither Catholic nor Protestant. Such 
citizens, we reply, have no religion, and they 
who have no religion have no conscience that 
people who have religion are bound to re- 
spect.’’ No Christian in Georgia, Catholic or 
Protestant, will indorse that heartless senti- 
ment. Butitshows to what the zeal of ad- 
vocacy may lead. The doctor said one 
may go to Mercer or Emory, and never 
be “insulted or disburbed in his 
nominational views.” * #* 
not. Sothe pope in his ‘“‘instruction of the 
sacred fcongregation of propaganda fide, in 
April, 1868, transmitted to all 
bishops of North America,’’ declared: ‘*'We 
forbid non-Catholic pupils attending Catholic 
schools to be obliged to assist at mass, 
or other religious exefcises. Let them 
be left to their own discretion.’’ Yet the pope 
knew that no Catholic teacherinthe Catholic 
schools would dare teach any religion but his 
own. 
tists would not tolerate at Murcer, nor would 
the Methodists tolerate at Emory the teachings 
of any religion but theirown. I donot com- 
plain at that; it is their right; Catholic, Bap- 
tist, Methodist, situated as they are, it is their 
duty. 

But whose Bible shall 
public taxation? Even the ten 
ments are not the same inall. Who shall be 
the teachers and how shall they expound the 
doctrines on which the Christian world is di- 
vided? These are questions which the state 
in her schools cannot answer and fix by law 
without turning back the hands upon the dial 
for ahundred years. . 

This controversy isnot pleasant. This reply 
to Dr. Nunnally is intended to meet his views 
in shorter form, and, therefore, more likely 
be read than my long speech. 

I thought his speech was a studied attack on 
the university. 

And he knew that such conclusions were 
natural, if net justifiable, and needed denial. 
Therefore he said in his card: 
not have any one think Iam an enemy to the 
State university, though I thus express my 
views on the subject.”’ 

We are bound to accept his declaration, but 
not without his explanation. 3 

The university is the creature of a Christian

Christian” is true, but that does not justify 
anyone in saying that, even in contrast with 
them, the university is a place where students 
are not “impressed with the fact that the 
Bible is God’s word, to be accepted and obeyed 
by all alike.” \.

Wilkie Collins. 

The death of William Wilkie Collins at 
the age of sixty-five removes ong of the first 
stury-tellers of the age. 

Mr. Collins had few superiors in the diffi- 
enlt art.of constructing an intricate plot 
and working it out to a surprising denoue- 
ment. He could portray character, too, for 
his Count Fosco, one of his early creations, 
is not yet forgotten. 

But Mr. Collins did not write any great 
novels. His ‘*‘Woman in White,’’ ‘““Arma- 
dale,” and ‘‘Moonstone’’ are his best works, 
and they can hardly be characterized as 
anything but sensational stories, of a high 
class, it ig true, but sensational all the 
same. 

Still it must be admitted that this popular 
writer had a larger following of readers 
than some of the later writers who maintain 

hat their fiction is a finer art than it was in 
the days of Dickens and Thackeray. People 
Jove a good, clean, sensational story, and 
they wil] miss Wilkie Collins, the prince of 
this class of story-tellers. 


The Hall Resolutions. 

The Hall resolutions that came from the 
senate to the house in reference to the claim 
of the present lessees, was passed by sub- 

gtitute in the house. The senate refused 
to agree to the house substitute, and a con- 
ference committee was asked and appointed. 
The conference committee agreed’ to a set 
of resolutions, and when it came back to 
the house last Friday the report was laid on 
the table, and under the motion to table 
Was not discussed. There is no very ma- 
terial difference between the resolutions 
and the substitute passed by the house. 

The resolutions now on the table should 
be acted on, and as promptly as possible. 
It does seem to be trifling with a grave 
matter of deep interest to the state to lay 
aside and treat with indifference a question 
that is of such importance to the people of 
this state. 

It is useless to disguise the fact that there 
is a claim for adjustment, nominally, be- 
tween the present lessees and the state of 
Georgia, but in truth between the Louis- 
ville and Nashville company and the state. 
What it is, and for how much we cannot 
gay, and no man in the legislature can say. 

This resolution merely seeks to find out 
what itis, and guards carefully any com- 
mittal whatever of the state to any claim. 

It is the duty of the legislature to exhaust 
every proper and legitimate way possible to 
adjust this claim. If itcan be done on fair 
terms, and in accordance with the contract, 
it should be done promptly. It devolves on 
this legislature to close this matter with the 
present lessees or to leave the matter for the 
courts. If the latter course is taken, the 
present legislature will be derelict in duty 
if they are not able to report to their con- 
stituents that ‘‘we did our best to find out 
what the lessees claimed,’’ or ‘‘that their 
claim was excessive, and in our judgment 
more thau was due under the contract.’’ 
Neither proposition as above stated can be 
ascertained unless some effort is made by 
this legislature, and there isno proposition 
now pending except the Hall resolutions 
that will call forth such a proposition, and 
this is done in a way that does not in any 
way commit the state to a cent for better- 
ments. The present lessees have paid 
promptly every dollar for the rental they 
agreed topay. The state has received more 
for this road during the term of the lease 
from the lessees, than was paid to the state 
from the time of the construction of the 
road until it was leased, to-wit, 
six million dollars in net cash. The 
road is admitted to be in better condition 
than when leased, and in fact up to the 
standard. This gives the state the opportu— 
nity to rent it for more money. The lessees 
should for this reason be at least treated 
properly by the legislature, and not as if 
they were robbers and rascals, 

Another reason: Our people look to the 
Louisville and Nashville road to be bidders 
for the new lease. It brings a new system 
of railroads into our state. A system that 
has done more to develop Alabama and 
Tennessee than any system in the south, 
and in fact more than any system has done 
for any other state south. 

We ask frankly can any sane man expect 
the Louisville and Nashville to bid on the 
new lease if they are denied the privilege of 
even stating what there claim is, and finally 
have to go to the courts of Tennessee to 
have adjudicated a claim that probably 
could be settled in a day if the parties could 

‘get together and talk over what the claim is. 
The resolutions ought to pass the house. 


Money in Farming.

CARKYING CONCEALED WEAPONS. 


What Senator Skannon Has to Say for His 
Bill to Repeal the Law, 


Senator Shannon said in reference to his bill 
to repeal the law against carrying conceaied 
weapons: 

‘The law isa dead letter, and it might as 
well be repealed. It is impossible to enforce 
it literally, and occasionally it gets a good 
citizen into trouble. I have known instances 
where a member of the grand jury would go 
into a store and deposit a pistol he had been 
carrying in his pocket, and then go up to the 
jury room and indict some fellow who had 
been caught with a weapon. 

‘‘T wo fellows were out on a creek and saw a 
snake. One said to the other: ‘Got your pistol 
with you? If you have kill that snake.’ The 
man pulled out his pistol and killed the snake, 
and the other fellow went straight to town and 
had him indicted and he was fined $100.”

TOBACCO IS INCLUDED. 


Minors Cannot Purchase Itin Any Shape or 
orm. 


The cigarette bill is now a law. 

It was signed by Governor Gordon on the 19th of 
September, and since that date any dealer who has 
sold a minor tobacco in any form, bas been guilty o 


a misdemeanor. 

It was the intention of the author of the bill to 
prohibit only the sale of cigarettes or their substi- 
tutes. The wording of the bill, however, was such 
that tobacco in every nee now a forbidden lux- 
ury to any one under tw@fty-one years of age, 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, that from and afier the pass- 
age ot this act, it shall not be lawful for any person 
or persons, either by himself or themselves, to sell, 
furnish, give, or provide any minor or minors with 
cigarettes, tobacco, or Cigarette paper, or any sub- 
stitute thercfor.”’ 

Many of the lawyers in the senate and 
in the departments of the capitol said yes- 
terday that the word tobacco in the bill Included 
every form of the plant, no matter how prepared or 
for what use, and untilanother law is passed re- 
pealing the present one nothing can be done to 
change its construction. 

None of the lawyers questioned had the slightest 
doubt as to the meaning of the They all, 
however, had serious doubts as to the practability 
of enforcing it. Most young men smoke cigars or 
chew tobacco before they bave passed thcirtwenty- 
first birthday; and the legal gentlemen thought it 
ikely that the habit would’ be continued.

Resolves must be made 
to lead a better life, forgiveness must be ten- 
dered to all enemies, and everything taken 
from another unlawfully must be returned. 

Rabbi Reich explained these days of prepa- 
ration by comparing the church to a_ business 
man. Atacertain date a note was due—so it 
was that a man’s repentance was always due 
to God—but when the time for payment came 
the Lord said: ‘‘I give sinners ten more days 
to make payment.’’ Ifduring those ten days 
of grace the Hebrew failed to demean himself 
and tender to the Almighty the repentance 
which was due Him, the account was closed, 
and the man must bear the burden of his sins 
and their punishment. 

The day of atorement isa day of absolute 
fast. The time is passed at the synagague in 
prayer, and from the going down of one sun to 
the going down of the next no mouthful of 
food or drink must pass the lips of those who 
repent their sins.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


The Georgia Pacific and East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgiarailroad companies have come 
to an amicable settlement in regard to the right of 
way and franchise of the Georgia Western railway, 

The Georgia Western is the road projected by 
Governor Gordon some years ago,and which he 
disposed of to the Georgia Pacific after having con~ 
tracted for the building of seventeen miles of the 
road with Samuel Thomas, president of the East 
Tennessee. Since the sale of the road, in 1881, the 


‘Georgia Pacific and Kast Tennessee companies have 


both laid claim to the Georgia” Western—both by 
the terms of the sale being entitled to parts of it. 

Some time ago, however, an agreement was ef- 
fected between the two rouds, and yesterday that 
agreement was filed in the office of the clerk of the 
superior court, 

The agreement provides that the two roads shall 
share equally the entire property of the Georgia 
Western, and the conditions of the co-ownership 
are set forth atlength, Theagreementis made for 
nine hundred and ninety-nine years. 

The Express Company War. 

Judge D. M. Key, judge of the United States 
district court, at Chattanooga, made public yester- 
day an important decision. He granted to the 
Unfted States Express company an injunction re- 
straining the state of Tennessee, represented by 
Comptroller-General Allen, from collecting taxes 
from them. In his decision he dealt fisst with the 
motion ofthe state to dismiss gue case on the 
grounds that there was not diverse citizenship suffi- 
cient to give the court jurisdiction. In regard to 
this, he says: 

The only other branch of defendant's motion that 
it is necessary to consider is that the suit shoald be 
dismissed as to Defendant Allen, because the face 
ofthe bill showsthbat he is not aresident of this 
distric. Astoth?, the motion must be sustained: 
The act of congress, approved August 13, 188, cor- 
recting the enrollment of the act of March 3, 1887, 
= in sectiaqn 1: ‘No civil suit shall be brought 

‘fore either of said courts (the district or 
circuit) against any person by any original process 
or proceeding in any otter district than that where- 
of he is an inhabitant, but where the jurisdiction is 
founded only on the fact that the action is be- 
tween citizens of different states, suit shall be 
brought only in tbe district of the residence of 
either the plaintiff or defendant. ‘258tatutes, 434.’ 

After quoting many authorities to sustain him, 
Jucge Key says: 

‘it seems to me that under the line of decisions of 
our supreme court, the tax imposed upon the coms 
plaintant by or under the act of 1887, was void, as 
repugnant to the constitutional authority given 
congress to regulate commerce between the states. 
It is, in no sense, a property or ad valorem 
tax. It is essentially a_ license, or privilege 
tax. There is no description of or limita- 
tion ot the business. It makes no _ differ- 
ence whether it be interstate orintrastate. If it be 
an express company itistaxed. If it bea hundred 
miles long it must pay $1,000. If more, it must pay 
$3,000. Complainant 1s an instrumentality of inter- 
state transportation. It does business through and 
between states, as wellas within them, and cannot 
be so taxed.”’ : 

In conclusion he accords the injunction asked for 
in these words: 

‘‘It follows from the views announced tbat an 1n- 
junction may issue as prayed for on complainant 
execuling bond with sufficient surety in the penalty 
of ten thousand dollars and satisfy such decree as 
may be finally rendered against it in the cause.” 

Railroads Paying Their Taxes. 

The dollars owed the state by the railroads 
for taxes have commenced to pour into the treas- 
ury. Colonel Hardeman gave certificates yesteraay 
for nearly $40,000. On presentation of these papers 
at the comptroller-general’s office a receipt from the 
state was given. The money taken in yesterday 
came from the Georgia Central system, who paid 
$31,254.95; the South Carolina road paid $234.40; the 
Atlanta and West Point road paid $6,212.56, and one 
or two small roads paid lesser amounts, 

Through to Arkansas, 

A train load of colored people arrived in At- 
lanta yesterday morning over the Air-Line, from 
North Carolina, bound to Arkansas, After being in 
the depot for an hour, they were transferred to a 
special train on the Georgia Pacific road and con- 
tinued their journey. When they reach Little Rock 
they will be distributed through the country to pick 
cotton. 

The West Point Tracks. 

The work of paralleling the Central track 
from Atlanta to East Point is being pushed forward 
rapidly by the Alanta and West Point. 

General E, P. Alexander, president of the 
Georgia Central road, was in Atlanta yesterday. He 
said that no meeting of the directors had been held 
yet, and consequently nothing had been done con- 
cerning the tender of Mr. Belknap’s position to Mr. 
Cecil Gabbett. The railroad men, who heard the 
remarks made, considered General Alexander’s 
words equivalent to stating that when the directors 
met they intended to offer Mr, Gabbett the place. 

Colonel John C. Printup, of Rome, passed 
the day yesterday in the railroad offices under the 
Kimball house. The boys were glad of the wet 
weather that made it impossible to go about.

A unique suit was tried in the city court 
yesterday. * 
_ It was an action for breach of contract, and 
. verdict for the plaintiff was granted. 
_ Mrs. Georgia Watson was the plaintiff. She 
uns @ dairy farm, and, so the evidence 
_ Bhowed, had contracted with the proprietors 
of the Markham house to furnish two gallons 
of cream daily for one year. 
_ ‘The contract was mutually carried out from 
~ August 18, 1888, to October 9, 1888, at which 


"time the Markham house people, Messrs, 


Bilvey, Speer & Co., refused to further continue 
taking the cream. 

Mrs, Watson com ted her damagesat what 
she would have profited by a fulfiliment of the 
contract—that is, what she would have made 
on two > ations of cream per day for ten months. 
Her estimate was $156.50, and for that sum she 
brought suit. 

This figured down is just about twenty-one 
cents clear profit on a gallon of cream. 

The jury evidently thought that making 
money too fast, for the verdict found was 
$51.80, with costs. Mrs. Watson’s declaration 
also asked for other damages, but they were 


not allowed. 
Suit for 82,500. 

In the city court yesterday, T. W. Miller & 
Co. filed suit against the Atlanta Furniture 
Manufacturing company for $2,500. The ac- 
tion is for breach of contract. It is recited 
that: Messrs. Miller & Co. were given entire 
control of the subscription books of the defend- 
ant, which was undergoing organization. They 
were to receive ten percent on all subscriptions 
obtained, and it is claimed that $22,500 worth 
of stock has been taken on which the commis- 
sion has been refused. 

An Insurance Company Sued. 

Mr. R. E. Sidley entered snit against the 
Mutual Reserve Fund Life association in the 
city court yesterday. He wants to recoyer 
$27,060.90, claimed to be due on account of va- 
rious commissions, and for other causes. The 
complainant alleges that he was engaged as 
eee manager for the insurance company in 

eorgia, Florida and Mississippi, guaranteeing 
to do a stipulated amount of new business each 
month. The Mutual Reserve Fund association 
is a Georgia institution, and at the time Mr. 
Sibley was engaged, it is alleged, had authori 
ty to do business only in Georgia. The plain- 
tiff bases his action on the misrepresentation, 
asking damages on that ground. > 

Superior Court. 

Judge Marshall J. Clarke held court only 
for a short while yesterday. The cases set 
were mostiy of long standing, and when 
called were dismissed for want of a legal ex- 
ouse for extension. After disposing of about 
twenty of these cases, Judge Clarke ordered a 
recess till Wednesday. 

The whole of last week was lost on account 
of cases of this character. At the call of the 
docket last Saturday, Judge Clarke took oc- 
casion to request of the member of the bar 
that they prevent as many of these 
old and irregular cases from appearing 
on the board AS possible. They 
could be just as easily disposed of at the call, 
and the result would be a great saving in the 
time of the court. Already the docket is far 
behind, and anything that would tend to ex- 

dite the business of the court would un- 

oubtedly prove highly satisfactory to the 
whole county. 
Criminal Superior Court. 

The criminal branch of the superior ceurt 
will convene next Monday. 

Judge Richard Clark has quite a number of 
cases to dispose of, and the grand jury is add- 
ing to the list every day. Already about forty 
beuch warrants have been found since the 
present session of the grand jury. 

Several important cases are on the criminal 
docket, and the fall term promises to be a busy 
one.

All 
ordinances requiring separate action by the mayor 
and council and aldermen separately shall undergo 
one reading each at two different regular or special 
or ealied meetings of the mayor aud council, or at 
one regular or one called meeting before adoption, 
except by a two-thirds yote, it may be read twice 
and adopted. 

An ordinance requiting separate action by the 
board of aldermen shall undergo such reading only 
as the d may, by rule, prescribe. 

“Mr. Coggins’s Triumphs. 

Yesterday afternoon the house took up the 
bill by Senator McCarthy, prohibiting the sale or 
manufacture of liquor within three miles of Mount 
Bethei church, in Banks county. 

Mr. Coggius, the representative from Banks, op- 
posed the bilL Hesaid he hoped the house would 
not pass the bill. It had been introduced by his 
senator in opposition to the people of the commu- 
nity to bo effected. He had a petition signed by 
three hundred people living in thatcommunity who 
were opposed to the bill, His county had voted on 
the prohibition question and gone wet bya large 
majority. ‘In this district,’ said he, ‘‘I received 
eighty-seven votes and my opponent received four- 
teen on this issue. I hope the house will vote down 
this measure,’’ 

Mr. Johnson, of DeKalb, moved to table the bill, 
as the chairman of the temperance committee was 
absent. Lost. On agrecing to report of the temper- 
ance commitice recommending the bill ‘‘do pass’’ 
the ayes were 19 and nays 7. | 

On the passage cf the bill the ayes were 28, nays 
68. It was declared lost. 

Where is Walesca? 


The future cizy—or, rather, the proposed 
city—of Walesca figured prominently in the house 
yesterday. 

No one seems to have ever heard of Walesca, or 
knows where it is at, except it is supposed to oc- 
cupy an indefinite space in the county of Cherokee. 

The matter came up yesterday when a bill intro- 
duced by Mr, O'Neill, of Fulten, to-incerporate the 
town of Walesca came up on a third reading. 

Evidently it isan ambitious plave,and hopes to 
someday be-a city.

As the clerx read the bill Mr. Latham, of Chero- 
kee, became very much interested in it and on the 
completion of the bill be expressed himself as op- 
posed to the bill. 

“{ don’t know nothing about this town of Wales- 
ca,’’ said he, ‘1 live up in Cherokee, Mr. Speaker, 
aud I never heard of Walescain my life. i think 
the best thing this house can do is to clean the 
whole thing away.” |Laugiter. ] 

There was considerable merriment over the bill. 
Nobody scemedto know anything about Walesea 
and its t! wudering big charter. 

So Mr. U’ Neill, who said he introduced the bill 
by agreement with Mr; Latham, of Cherokee,moved 
to table It. 

Wheu the billistaken up again—if ever it is—the 
geographical situation of Walesca will doubtless be 
known. 

It is undoubtedly too small for its charter, 

Holding Railroads on Schedules. 


The bill by Mr. Johnston, of Campbell, giv- 
ing the railroad commission power to require all 
passenger trains to leave terminal points and all 
stopping points on scbedule time, or within a rea- 
sonable time thereof, brought out considerabie 
discussion yesterday in the house.
